leatructive of sleep; and. that people 
living in the neighbourhood were from 
want of slesp predisposed ‘to sickness if 
well, and if unwell prevented from 
recovering. The Court, in its judgment, 
took the following facts into considera- 
tion, : 


1.—Tha_ Settlements were set apart for 
Europeans and Americans; no Chiness are 
allowed to reside thereon except with the

2,—That clause 40 of the Municipal Re- 
gulations, which have been drawn up for 
the public benefit of all who reside in the

| England hall be considered a nuisance in 
the foreign Settlements. ‘ 

3,—It would seem olear to the Court that 
all the Chinese who obtain permission to 
reside in the Settlements, do so under the 
mnderarsing tat they are amenable to all 
the Municipal regulations in force on the 
Settlement, Rule 40 included. . 

4,—In England licensed theatres are not 
in themselyes considered a uuisanos; they 
are bound, however, to close before mid- 


night. 

Pray to the Tan-kwei and Hop-ming, 
they are licensed theatres, but they have 
acted ina manner the Court considers con- 
trary to law; and, further, contrary to a 
previous injunction of the Court.
